Dwight  L.  Moody,  the  well- 
known  evangelist,  died  on  the  22nd 
inst.,  at  his  home  in  East  North- 
field,  Mass.  He  had  labored  very 
extensively  in  the  United  States, 
England  and  Scotland.

He 
was  about  62  years  old,  having  ac- 
complished much  for  the  Master. 
In  early  manhood  he  became  con- 
nected with  the  Congregational 
church,  and  later  went  into  evan- 
gelistic work,  never  having  been  or- 
dained to  the  gospel  ministry.  When 
it  was  announced  to  him  that  he 
could  not  recover,  he  remareed: 
“The  world  is  receding,  and  hea- 
ven is  opening.'”

It  is  true  that  all  of  our  citizens, 
and  especially  our  lawmakers, 
judges  and  other  officers,  ought  to

kwalk  in  the  paths  of  virtue,  but  his 
Constituency  did  not  consider  that 
f point  wren  they  elected  him  and.
